They will probably ex peel 
front Me# on this occasion, «o«m general 
view of our poUtical condition, and «obm^ 
account of the part which 1 have taken, 
a« thcii repreaeutative, in the qoestien« 
that have lately agitateil the public mind. 
It i« my wish, as well a« duty, to gratify 
their expectation, end I hop« that a 
short letter may be made to accomplish 
this purpose. 


I cannot forego this occsston of offer* 
ing to you and to them, my hearty con­ 
gratulations on the return of peace* The 
cheering intelligence baa already reach* 
ed you, and diffused glsdues« through 
every family of your neighbourhood.— 
Let ute join in the general joy ol my 
friends; for few have more detested this 
war than myself, and uone more anxious 
If eighed for It« termination «UPeace, is, 
to us, a blessing of inestimable value \ 
and it has arrived at the moment when 
it was most needed. 
The object for 
which our administration had profc«»ed 
to continue the war, «ince the repeal of 
the Orders in Council, had become evi­ 
dently hopeless. No rational man be­ 
lieved, that the enemy could now be co­ 
erced into any acknowledgment on the 
subject of seamen, derogating from hi» 
uniform and universal demand of a rijiht

to take his own men found on the high 
seas, in other than public ships —None 
believed, that tie could now be compell­ 
ed to admit the principle, that his sub* 
jeets, by going through the fot ms of na* 
turaliaatiou hare, were freed from their 
native obligations to their sovereign and 
country. The character of the war had 
greatly changed. Originally carried into 
the tenitoucs of the enemy, it bad been 
hi ought home to our own «oil. The 
vtaiouury hope of planting the h «iar- 
•pan»¡led banner" in triumph, on the 
rampart« of Quebec, liad yielded to tbe 
necessity of acll-dcfence. The enemy, 
exanpei uted by our attacks, and disposed 
to return an overflowing measure of re­ 
taliation i powerful in arms, rich in re­ 
sources, an^ freed from all other con­ 
tests, prosccuted a ferocious waifare, 
and had the faculty# by his naval superi­ 
ority, of rendering it doubtful what part 
of our country was next to be assailed 
The people, ready to protect their homes 
and their families, against the fury Of an 
invader, were indeed competent for de­ 
fence, whenever their exertions were 
requited in season, and directed by skill. 
Had this been doubted, their achieve­ 
ments on the plaius of Louisiana, must 
have satisfied the most incredulous.— 
But the ‘uudisciplined valor of men has­ 
tily collected, badly equipped, and vo­ 
der the guidance ol weak and distracted 
councils, afforded no security against tha 
incursions of a regular army. 
Of this 
truth, no stronger evidence can be given 
than the «mouldering ruin« now before 
my eyes. Engaged thus iu a contest, 
from which nothiug was to be hoped be- 
youd «ell-prcaervation—our militia dy­ 
ing with pestilential diseases, or barely 
escaping with life,to introduce contagion 
into their families—an unsatiafied and 
dishonored debt for the last year of 
13,000,000, hang tog over us without the 
means to discharge it—million« upoo 
millions required for the service of the 
present year, beyond the ability of the 
country to furnish, or tbe credit 
tbe 
government to borrow—the spring ra­ 
pidly approaching when a fourth cam­ 
paign was to be commenced, aud hostili­ 
ties to be renewed wkh increased fury— 
at such a moment, peace is permitted 
to revisit our afflicted country! It is 
impossible not to hall tbe welcome 
viaitorl It is impossible uot to rejoice 
at the return of such a friend, too long 
banished Irom its cherished home. 


But a free people, whose welfare de* 
pends on their own Intelligence, should 
never surrender themsel ves so far to 
the impression of present good or evil, 
as to forbear from reflection on the poli' 
cy of past measures. Experience is 
the school of wisdom; and nations, a» 
well as individuals, who will not profit 
from the instructions there received, 
must make up their account to abide the 
fate of folly. The war has closed.— 
We can now, therefore, calmly review 
the objects for which we have fought, 
and estimate the result of all our suf­ 
ferings and toils 
Our government 
[ made the war to secure, as they said, 
: “ free trade and seamen's rights"—the 
one suffering under the British order« 
in council; the other, violated by the 
Hritish elaiin to impress their seamer 
from our merchant vessels. Tha or- 


<£rsto council, conooctad 1» their on- 
gia fith tfcto Bierlln, Milan, and other * 
outiigtotta dfcroas of France, }iad been 
yet 
iatiolaiely connected with 


thdnH by our vhdmiqUtrat>on. They had 
declared ih« ordpraaod decrota, equally 
illegal» and had fledged themselves tie 
wreak their , vengeance on that nation 
which should totitlhue tier's after tiki 
repeal of Utoae of the other. It was if* 
terwerds proclaimed by our Presidea«i 
that the French goveAment had revok* 
ed iheir decrees. The British goven»* 
ment denied this fact, and refitted» •• • 
the faith of the proclamation, to rcpetd 
the orflers.—Tl»e alledged tael was ntt 
true. Bonaparte had only giVen a vkguo 
and ambiguous promise, which in €r«il|l 
amounted but to thisi that his decreet 
should cease to operate upon u«, p^»> 
vlded wo «hould take part with him Ut 
liia continental «ysiem, or compel hie 
enemy to «enounce the u«ages of maii- 
time warfare. 
The decrees werc uft 
revoked when the President proclaimed 
their revocation, and demanded «» $ 
consequence,« corresponding repeal of 
the order«, from C«reat-Biit»in. Yet 
upon the supposition or prcicnce of 
such a revocation by France, and a re­ 
fusal by her adversary to follow the ex­ 
ample, the late war waa declut * d —— 
Scarcely had the declaration bvun issu­ 
ed» before an actual revocation of the 
French decreet were announced to the 
world, and a repeal of the British order« 
followed close upon it. The dispme 
about free trade was thus nappilf 
btought to a close, before a blow Itad 
bten struck 
There was but five daye 
bvtween our decla’ ation of war, and the 
Btitiab repeal of the obnoxiou« order«. 
Peace, however, did not ensue 
Our 
administration would not agree to an 
armistice, much lets to a pcace, without 
some stipulation as tollie uther object 
for which they had* drawn the swurd.— 
M Seamen ou board of American ves­ 
sels must be exempted from Impress» 
ment.—The degrading practice must 
cease altogether— It is not susceptible 
of regulation* to prevent it« abti«e—No 
peace can be durable untU the question 
be «ettled—The flag must protect the 
crew, or America is no longer an inde­ 
pendent nation—-To appeal to arms and 
lay them down without securing this 
right, would be considered as a rrlin« 
quishmont of it, end expoaa us to ihe 
scorn and derision of the werid.M Snell 
was the unvarying purport of the dff* 
claratioos of government, made and re­ 
peated in every form of language. Te 


t* 


gain this right, ** tbe flag «hall protect 
the crew," was Ute avowed cause of thn 
continuance of the war; of the luvaslon 
of Canada j of the desolatiuna which 
have laid waste the frontiers on either ‘ 
side} of all our gallant contests on the 
ocean, on the lakes, and on our own holy 
soil, and of the blood aud ti'eMUt e of our 
people most prodigally expended. At 
length a treaty is made.—It contains a de­ 
claration of firm and universal peace and 
friendahip, and some regulations beside 
on the subject of boundaries.—But im­ 
pressment,(hat degrading pr.icfiie wh ch 
ai tacks our independence, is overlooked. 
—The u religion of the flag*' is utterly 
forgotten—(t Seamen's right«" a*W pass­ 
ed over without a word— i bore It not* 
even a declaration by way of reserve, to 
repel the inference that we relinquish 
our claim, and to save us from the scorn« 
and derision of the world—We era the 
plaintiffs,* and dismiss our suit without , 
cost, without compcusation, »iiboutan 
admission or even reservation of tht 
right for which we went to law. li’thif 
view be cofrect, the war owes its exist* 
ence to a Proclamation of the President« 
annoui cing that as lact which was not' 
fact. It was waged for free trade,whicll 
would have been ours without it, and 
which (but for the war) was ours five 
days after it was declared. And it wtsCar* 
ricd on to secure the rights of seamen, 
w hicb have been since waved by the jtreaty 
of f>< ace. But this is not all. We hsvn 
not only failed to obtain any of the ob­ 
jects for which war was male, and re*, 
iiitquished a material, and, as was here* 
-ofore represented, sll-lmportaut right, 
for which we had contended, but we are 
not even restored to the state which ex* 
istcd before the declaration of war. W e 
have lost the privilege to catch fish a i 
the coast of Newfoundland, and to cure 
them in the unsettled bays and barber a 
of Nova-Scotia—a privilege highly pric­ 
ed by our predecessors, and granted, da 
in the I'reaty Whifh.fteknowle|ged ocr 
Independence. And we have QMHMinte4 
that (iieat-Britain, under the
